[International Current Events" commentary: "A Noticeable Personnel Change in 
the U.S. Government" ] 


[Text] The new year of 1982 had just begun when an important change of personnel 
took place in the leading body in the White House. The asisstant to the president 
for national security affairs, who carries much weight in U.S. foreign policy, 

was replaced. 


On 4 January President Reagan accepted the resignation of Richard Allen as assistant 
for national security affairs and appointed Deputy Secretary of State William 
Clark to take over the important post. 


This noticeable change of personnel in the U.S. Government reflects the contradic- 
tion and dissension in the government. It is also a result of the complicated 
Struggle for the power to make foreign policy among the various forces within the 
U.S. ruling circle. 


Allen is an old hand in U.S. official circles. He has had his ups and downs, 
entering and leaving the White House three times already. In 1968, when Nixon 
was elected U.S. president, Allen, as Nixon's foreign affairs adviser, became 
Kissinger's assistant and entered the White House for the first time. In 1970 
Allen became President Nixon's assistant for international trade and economic 
policies. Two years later, Allen quit his government post to engage in private 
business. He formed the (?Potomac International Consultant Corporation) and 
served as its president. In 1977, through his ties with the present White House 
Deputy Chief of Staff Deaver, Allen became acquainted with Reagan. In the presi- 
dential -lection of 1980, he drafted the foreign policy principles for Reagan and 
became an important member of Reagan's foreign affairs team. After Reagan's 
election, Allen entered the White House for the third time to assume the important 
post of assistant for national security affairs. It seemed that Allen was thought 
of highly by Reagan. Why, then, is he being forsaken now? 


Accordirg to U.S. press analyses, Allen lacks ability and did not measure up to 
the important post as assistant for national security affairs, and, at the same 
time, his thirst for power made enemies on all sides. These factors, of course, 
had some effect. The deeper cause, however, lay in the internal contradiction and 
struggle of the U.S. ruling class. 














To 
ascend to the presidential! post, Reagan relied on the financial support of the 
rising financial groups in the western and southern United States plus the support 
of the older eastern financial group. The Reagan administration is in fact a 
coaiittion between the eastern financial group and the western and southern financial 
grou Among the it he Republican Party, it is a coalition between 
the conservative: Linly represencing the interests of the western and southern 
financial groups and the lerate-conservatives mainly representing the interests 
of the eastern financial group. 

In the Reagan administration, the moderate-conservatives constitute a rather 

large proportion, par larly in some foreign affairs departments where responsible 
persons are mostly moderate-conservatives, except Allen. For example, Secretary 

of State Haig was for l period the right-hand man of Kissinger, who has close 
ties with the eastern financial group. Also, Haig is quite experienced in foreign 
affairs. Reagan's heavy reliance on Haig is in part to draw on his real experience 
in foreign affairs; but more important, it represents certain political concessions 
made by the western financial group to the eastern financial group. Allen, on 

the other hand, belongs to the conservative faction of the Republican Party, and 

he is spokesman for the western war industries financial group. Because of the 
different backgrounds and the different intevests represented by Allen and Haig, 
their viewpoints and positions often differed 

In the year or so since Reagan came to power, there have been endless quarrels 
within his foreign affairs team, and there have been some confusion in nis foreign 
policy. In their guiding ideologies on foreign policy, Allen is extremely conser- 
vative while Haig favors a realistic approach. Although they both call for U.S.

He intended to downgrade 
the role of the assistant for national security affairs, making Secretary of State 
Haig the principal foreign policy spokesman. 


Unwilling to accept his lower status, Allen often expressed views on foreign 
affairs issues different from those of the secretary of state without authoriza- 
tion. Haig resented this and complained that Allen played a disruptive role in 
U.S. foreign policy. Allen also spread views uncomplimentary to Haig, which 
further annoyed Hiag. U.S. papers and magazines hold that the contradiction and 
struggle between Allen and Haig was the key factor that led to Allen's resignation. 


On the surface, Allen left office because he voluntarily resigned. In fact, he 
was fired. Not long ago, Allen accepted a gift of U.S.$1,000 for arranging an 
interview for the Japanese magazine HOUSEWIVES’ FRIEND with Mrs Reagan. When this 
was disclosed last November, a political disturbance was stirred up. Newspapers 
and magazines representing the will of the eastern financial group vigorously 
played it up, and politicians tied to the interests of the eastern financial group 
clamored for an investigation by the Justice Department. 


At that time, Allen on the one hand took temporary leave from office and on the 
other repeatedly indicated that once the case was cleared up he would return to 
his post at the White House. At the same time, some conservative politicians and 
businessmen supported Allen and spoke highly of him. Shortly afterward, following 
an investigatior, the Justice Department ruled out the possibility that Allen had 
violated the law in accepting the gift. However, Allen did not get his job back 
as the White House indicated it would conduct its own investigation of Allen. 
Finally, President Reagan appointed his long-time associate Clark as his assistant 
for national security affairs to replace Allen. 


As disclosed by senior officials of the White House, after Clark assumes his new 
post, the status of the assistant for national security affairs, who assists the 
president in coordinating foreign policy matters, will be elevated. 


Struggles in U.S. official circles are complicated. They reflect the differences 
and contradictions within the government and the complicated struggle between 
barious large financial groups for the right to make domestic and foreign policies. 
Allen's downfall indicates the sharpening of the power struggle within the U.S. 
ruling circle.

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U.S. ENERGY CONSUMPTION

[XINHUA consolidated report: The United States Progress in Readjusting the 
Structure of Energy Consumption" ] 


[Text] Beijing, 11 Jan (XINHUA)--In recent years, the U.S. Government has promul- 
gated, one after another, acts concerning energy. It has made some progress in 
readjusting the structure in energy consumption, expanding coal production and 
consumption and reducing oil consumption and imports. 


The structure of energy consumption in the United States has undergone different 
stages. Coal had been the main energy resource from the beginning of the 20th 
century to the mid-1940's. 


After the war, tremendous changes took place in the structure of energy consumption 
in the United States because it was able to seize a large amount of low-priced 
foreign oil. From 1945 to 1973, the proportion of oil in energy consumption rose 
from 30.5 percent to 46 percent, while the proportion of coal dropped from 50.6 
percent to 17 percent. After the steep increases in the oil price in 1973, the 
U.S. Government put forward, one after another, policies to readjust the structure 
of energy consumption so as to change the situation of relying on oil imports. 

On 20 April 1974 the U.S. Government put forward seven specific targets concerning 
energy resources that are expected to be achieved by 1985. The main thrust of the 
targets is to accelerate the exploitation and utilization of coal resources and 
reduce oil consumption and imports. The five energy bills passed by the U.S. 
Congress on 15 October 1978, including the "act on the use of fuels," clearly 
stipulated: "In principle, coal, not oil and natural gas, must be used in newly- 
built power generating equipment and most of the combustion facilities used in 
industry."' Initial achievements have been scored by the U.S. Government in 
carrying out its policy to readjust the structure of energy consumption. 


According to figures announced by the U.S. Coal Society, the total coal output 
in the United States reached 805 million tons in 1981, marking an increase of 
23.1 percent over 1978. Coal consumption rose tc 738 million tons in 1981 from 
625.2 million tons in 1978, an increase of 18 percent. Coal used for public 
utilities rose to 590 million tons in 1981 from 1973's 389 million tons, an 
increase of 51.7 percent. 














U.S. oil consumption and inuports have distinctly dropped due to energy-saving 
measures and the efforts to partially substitute coal for oil. According to 
reports by U.S. newspapers and journals, the maximum oil consumption per day in 
the United States reached 18.8 million drums in 1978. It dropped to 1.7 million 
drums per day in 1980. Oil consumption in 1981 again dropped by 4.3 percent as 
compared with 1980. U.S. oil imports dropped to 6.1 million drums per day in 
1981 from 1977's 8.6 million drums, a decrease of 29 percent. 


The United States is extremely rich in coal resources. Verified coal deposits 
reach 1,700 billion tons. Coal reserves that can be mined total about 438 billion 
tons. This is enough to last more than 500 years if the deposits are mined at 

the present rate in the United States. In order to speed up the exploitation and 
utilization of the coal resources and achieve the multiple utilization of energy 
resources with coal as the main source, the U.S. Government has worked out a 
series of policies and adopted appropriate economic measures. 


The U.S. Department of Commerce announced last July that the U.S. Government would 
relax its control over oper coai mining and accelerate the exploitation of coal 
resources. 


‘he “act on the use of fuels" formulated by the U.S. Government in 1978 stipulated: 
The government will extend loans to anyone to help cover most of the expenses for 
modifying one's facilities in order to use coal. In addition, the government also 
encourages power generating plants to use low-grade coal, vigorously promote 
technology for coal gasification and liquefaction, and develop synthetic fuels on 
a large scale. In the meantime, the government is also trying to improve the 
conditions for coal shipments from the coal-producing areas in the western part 

of the United States to the industrial certers in the eastern part of the nation 
and expand water transport to reduce costs. According to an estimate by the U.S. 
Coal Society, U.S. coal output and consumption this year will reach 886 million 
tons and /72 million tons respectively.

Although the caste system is legally outlawed 
by the Indian constitution, the soul of the caste system remains in tack and has 
become a curse that obstructs the social development of India. 


This kind of backward system and phenomena still exists in quite a few countries 
of the Third World in varying degrees. Although these countries once had glorious 
histories and splendid national cultures, their rotten customs formed in age-old 
feudal society and during the age-old colwiial rule are, to *his day, still visibly 
and invisibly corroding the social organism of these countries and seriously 
fettering their development and progress. 


Removing these things has become a task not to be ignored by some countries of the 
Third World.

U.S. OFFICIALS WARNED ABOUT LEAKS--U.S. President Reagan has recently imposed new 
restrictions on government officials’ contact with the press. He has warned 
those officials who are responsible for the formulation of foreign policy and 
internal security policy not to divulge any state secrets and imposed strict 
restrictions on their contact with journalists. He said in a statement: From 
now on, if there is any news report based on the leakage of state secrets, the 
government will institute an iuvestigation and those who are responsible for the 
incident will be punished. The president instructed that government officials 
working with the State Department, Defense Department and National Security 
Council and other policy-making institutions should gain the approval of their 
superiors before they talk to the press about sensitive problems such as foreign 
policy and national security issues and so forth. He added that the number of 
people who have access to this sort of information through their routine work 
should be reduced to the minimum and records should be made so as to enable the 
investigation of the cause in cases of leakage of secrets. A White House senior 
official said the restriction imposed by Reagan indicates that Reagan is getting 
more and more upset by the leakage of classified information.

[Text] Mass viewpoint is our party's fundamental viewpoint, fundamental stand- 
point and fundamental line. In the long struggle while guiding the Chinese revo- 
lution, Comrade Mao Zedong systematically applied the Marxist principle concerning 
the masses of the people as the creators of history to our party's entire range 

of activities and thereby created the scientific working methods and leadership 
methods with Chinese Communist characteristics: this has to do precisely with the 
party's mass line. For several decades our party existed and struggled for the 
interests of the people, relied on the masses of the people, overcame various 
difficulties and dangers, achieved victory in the Chinese revolution, and contin- 
ued to promote our socialist cavse. Doing everything for the sake of the masses, 
relying on the masses in everything, coming from the masses and returning to the 
masses: all this has become the norm of our party's every undertaking and its 
glorious tradition. But the 10-year internal disturbance during the "cultural 
revolution" caused this glorious tradition of our party to suffer serious devasta- 
tion; many comrades became indifferent tovard this mass viewpoint and mass line. 
Since the Third Plenary Session of the 1lcsh Party Central Committee, because of 
the devoted advocacy of the party Central Committee, the tradition of the party's 
mass line has been considerably revived, and the mass viewpoint on the part of the 
party members and cadres has been also sonewhat strengthened. Yet, some comrades 
have remained not entirely correct in their understanding, nor entirely aware in 
their practice. This makes it necessary for them to study anew and to be educated 
anew. 


As to what is the Marxist mass viewpoint, there are detailed and thorough discus- 
sions in Comrade Mao Zedong's works and in party documents. What needs to be em- 
phasized here is the viewpoint of wholeheartedly serving the people. Our party 
is dedicated to working for the interests of the people; this is our party's funda- 
mental standpoint and fundamental purpose. Comrade Mao Zedong said: "All our 
working cadres, irrespective of their rank, are personnel serving the people; all 
we do serves the people." Ours is a party devoted to struggling for the commu- 
nist cause; it is also the party in power, and many party members thus occupy 
leadership posts. Whether or not one can at all times put hard endeavors ahead 
of enjoyment and maintain and give scope to the revolutionary spirit of willingly 
sacrificing one's personal interests for the interests of the people is therefore 











an important yardstick measuring whether every party member or cadre has the mass 
viewpoint and takes the party's fundamental stand. Our party members and cadres 
must never take advantage of their office and power to work for their private in- 
terests. If they think that once they have power and become "officials, they no 
longer need to share weal and woe with the masses or they can even ignore party 
discipline and state laws, venture to commit wanton acts, take advantage of the 
office and power conferred upon them by the party and the people, and work for 
their own selfish interests, then they are violating and losing a communist's fun- 
damental standpoint. Our party member comrades must be always vigilant about this. 
We must repeatedly carry out education in the party's fundamental purpose within 
the ranks of the party. 


Another point to be emphasized here is that we must constantly pay attention to 
the sufferings of the people, listen to the appeals of the masses of che people, 
discuss matters on hand with the masses, and do our best to create the conditions 
to run their affairs well. In the past few years, we have already made not a few 
efforts in this regard; hereafter we must continue to make such efforts. But there 
is one thing about which we must be very clear: in the case of some comrades, when 
mass viewpoint is mentioned in running the people's affairs, they think that such 
affairs can be run only when the state provides the money and that otherwise noth- 
ing can be done about them. This is not at all the mass viewpoint, or it is at 
least a case of lacking sufficient understanding cf the party's mass viewpoint. 

In working for the interests of the people, the state must of course provide some 
definite investment, but such things cannot all be left to the state. Many wel- 
fare enterprises for the masses require that the masses themselves run them; this 
is called self-mobilization for welfare. Although not all welfare encerprises 

can be run by the masses themselves, in the case of many such enterprises the 
mobilization of everyone concerned to run them under the state's guidance and ap- 
propriate support will result in having more of them and operating them better. 
Today, a few cadres in industrial and mining enterprises and in the countryside 
actually represent certain backward thinking among the masses as they make demands 
on the state and fleece the state in the name of looking after the interests of 
the masses. With respect to such comrades, we must carry out education and criti- 
cize them within the party. It should be pointed out that they by no means repre- 
sent the masses; they merely represen’. the views of the backward few among the 
masses, and *he vast ranks of the masses in general usually do not agree with them 
in such conduct. Such thinking and behavior on their part are incompatible with 
the party's mass viewpoint. Causing damage to state and collective interests is 
also causing damage to the fundamental interests of the vast ranks of the masses; 
working for private interests in the name of the interests of the masses has still 
less to do with mass viewpoint and is not tolerated either by the party or by the 
people. We must penetratingly carry out education in overall consideration of 

the interests of the state, the collective and the individual among party members 
and cadres, especially basic-level cadres; we cannot emphasize partial personal 
interests of the masses in violation of state and collective interests; we must 
adhere to the principle of overall consideration of the interests of the state, 
the collective and the individual. In representing the interests of the masses, 
we must not just pay attention to their immediate interests; more importantly, 

we must pay attention to their long-range interests, and the development of pro- 
duction is, after all, the fundamental interest of the masses. We can only 
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gradually improve the people's livelihood on the basis of developing production 
and not employ methods that damage the long-range interests of the masses in order 
to satisfy their immediate interests. This alone represents our party's mass 
viewpoint. 


In a word, to carry out education in the party's mass viewpoint among party mem- 
bers and cadres in order to enable everyone to establish a correct, overall Marx- 
ist mass viewpoint: this is an important issue to which party organizations at 
various levels should generally devote attention at present.

LIU SHAOQI AND ‘INSIDE STORY OF THE QING COURT'

[Text] Beijing, 16 Jan (ZHONGGUO XINWEN SHE)--During the "Great Cultural Revolu- 
tion,'' Liu Shaoqi was slanderously accused of having consistently pursued "national 
betrayal."' The so-called basis for this was that Liu Shaoqi had praised the film 
"Inside Story of the Qing Court," which had shortcomings, as a "patriotic" film. 

In fact this was a totally fabricated charge invented by Lin Biao and the "gang 

of four'' for the purpose of framing Liu Shaogqi. 


An article in the No 2 issue of HONGQI, entitled "How Did Comrade Liu Shaoqgi 
Evaluate ‘Inside Story of the Qing Court?'" cites ironclad facts to expose the 
historical truth of this issue. 


The allegation that Liu Shaoqi had praised "Inside Story of the Qing Court" as a 
"patriotic" film was put forward in an April 1967 article by Qi Benyu entitled 
"Patriotism or National Betrayal?--Commenting on the Reactionary Film ‘Inside Story 
of the Qing Court.'"' In the face of this shamelessly slanderous attack, which 

s vod the facts on their head, Liu Shaoqi justly riposted at the time: "There are 
many lies in this article. When did I ever say that that film (‘Inside Story of 
the Qing Court’) was patriotic? When did I ever talk about becoming a ‘red 
comprador?' The article is a fabrication, it does not square with the facts." 


In fact, not long after "Inside Story of the Qing Court" was released, Liu Shaogi, 
in common with Mao Zedong, took a critical attitude toward its ideological tendency, 
holding that it preached reformism. In a speech at a study forum of figures of 

all circles held by the CPPCC National Committee on 13 May 1951, Liu Shaoqi said: 
"Inside Story of the Qing Court" preaches reformism and gives people the impression 
that if Guangxu had acted in such-and-such a way at that time, the revolution would 
have been unnecessary, Sun Yat-sen would also have been unnecessary, and so also 
would everything we have done. Liu Shaoqi also pointed out: The reformist 
experiment is over and has proven ineffective. There is no possibility of compro- 
mise in class struggle. When society develops to a certain historical period, 

it is necessary to overthrow the reactionary class, for the sake of the interests 
of the great majority of the people; if you do not oppose the land reform today 

but instead genuinely support it, you will be representing the truth and progress. 
This will also be the case in pursuing socialism in the future. 


Very clearly, these words of Liu Shaoqi consistently summed up the ideological 
tendency of "Inside Story of the Qing Court" as reformist, and criticized it. 
He absolutely did not praise the film as patriotic.

Subjectivism and bureaucratism characterized by not studying new situations, not 
solving new problems, sticking obstinately to outdated conventions, disputing the 
correctness of the party's principles and policies, lacking interest in any neces- 
sary reforms and showing irresponsibility in one's work; 


Departmental selfishness characterized by the lack of an overall viewpoint that 
takes into account the interests of the state, the collective and the individual, 
wrangling, offering resistance, or even going against the state plan or financial 
and economic discipline whenever there is anything that is not in one's personal 
interests or not to one's liking, and resorting to dishonest practices in one's 
pursuit of improper profits and material benefits; 


Individualism and idiosyncracies characterized by using the powers of office given 
by the party and people to obtain personal advantages for oneself or one's rela- 
tives, or even violating party discipline and state laws; 


The bourgeois liberalization trend that goes against the four basic principles 
and, in particular, has shaken off the leadership of the party. 


The common feature of the above erroneous trends is "egocentrism." That is to 

say, these comrades, when observing problems or implementing policies, separate 
their “egocentric” subjective way of thinking from objective reality, or even 
subordinate objective reality to their "egocentric" subjective bias and "egocentric 
narrow experience. When handling the relations between various material interests, 
they separate their “egocentric” individual interests and the interests of their 
locality or unit from the interests of the whole, or even subordinate the interests 
of the whole to their "egocentric" individual or sectional interests. When dealing 
with questions of political principles, they separate their "egocentric" liberal 
will from the will of the people, or even shake off the leadership of the party 

and turn their backs on the correct socialist path chosen and adhered to by the 
whole party and the whole people. 
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Most “egocentrics" neither recognize nor know that they are “egocentric.” Frequently, 
in the name of protecting some revolutionary principle or slogan, they cast doubt 
on or boycott the correct path, principles and policies of socialist modernization 
laid down by our party and that are suited to our national condition. In fact, 
what they are protecting are their subjective bias and narrow experience that 
practice has already proved to be erroneous. Frequently, under the banner of 
representing the interests of the masses, they harm the interests of the nation as 
a whole. What they in fact represent is the backward consciousness of a section 
of the masses which is in keeping with their own individual interests. Unde~ the 
slogans “concern for the fate of man," "preserve human dignity" and "strive ‘ r 
man's freedom and democracy," they oppose the leadership of the party and the 
socialist path. In fact, their word "man" is merely a capital "I," and does not 
represent the overwhelming majority of people. 


"Individualism is the root of all evil."' This expression seems to be outdated 
now. In fact, it is still an unshakable truth. Looking for personal gain is 
clearly individualsim. Departmental selfishness is an enlarged version of indi- 
vidualism. Irresponsible bureaucratism is either the result of losing one's 
revolutionary dedication or initiative in the course of seeking a lire of ease 

for oneself or the result of considering personal detriment or loss and gain and a 
fear of taking risks and offending people. Most types of subjectivism involve 
problems of ideological method and are not necessarily connected with ideological 
consciousness. Serious subjectivism however, is frequently closely associated 
with conceit, self-righteousness and such individualsim as is characterized by a 
fear of negating one's own erroneous viewpoint and method. As for the bourgeois 
liberalization trend, it is, in the final analysis, the result of pursuing unlimited 
freedom for the individual up to the point where the four basic principles are 
violated, and in particular, where the leadership of the party is shaken off. 


At the heart of the party spirit and revolutionary style of the proletariat lies 
the word "public."' At the heart of the bourgeoisie's world outlook and corrupt 
practices lies the word "I." If we are to strengthen our party spirit and correct 
the various unhealthy trends, we must oppose "egocentric'' ideological consciousness 
and methods. We must adhere to the four basic principles and the party's line, 
principles and policies and defeat erroneous "leftist'"' and rightist ideo'ogical 
trends.

HU YAOBANG ATTENDS UNITED FRONT WORK MEETING

[Text] Beijing, 15 Jan (XINHUA)--At a meeting with comrades attending the national 
conference on united front work, CCP Central Committee Chairman Hu Yaobang pointed 
out emphatically: The united front is an important "magic weapon" in building a 
powerful socialist country.

[Excerpts] The fourth session of the Fifth Gansu Provincial People's Congress 
concluded in Lanzhou yesterday afternoon after fulfilling all its scheduled tasks. 
The closing ceremony was presided over by Wang Shitai, executive chairman of the 
congress session and chairman of the Provincial People's Congress Standing Committee. 


This congress session ran for 8 days. With the spirit of being masters of their 
own affairs, deputies examined and discussed all work reports and resolutions.

CADRES URGED TO COMBINE THEORY WITH PRACTICE

[Text] In order to assert our revolutionary spirit, an important point in this 
regard is to study hard. 


To an overwhelming majority of cadres, working on construction of the four modern- 
izations is a new issue. Everybody feels the necessity to study. The things we 
must study are numerous: in summary terms, we must first study Marxism-Leninism 
and Mao Zedong Thought; second, we must acquire knowledge of modern sciences; and 
third, we must study management. In such circumstances, it simply won't do if we 
fail to sit down and read some books. In order to read books, sometimes we also 
cannot avoid closing our doors somewhat. But always closing our doors won't do. 
We cannot find new methods, solve new problems, and open up new vistas simply by 
relying on closing our doors and studying. We need also to rely on the method of 
studying war while fighting wars and learning to do economic work while engaged in 
economic work in order to learn from practice, pay attention to investigation and 
study, and endeavor to dig into new problems. This is the best way to study. 


Of course, to study and master the Marxist standpoint, viewpoint and methods is 
very important. But if a person can only orally cite phrases of classic works 
while in practice he does not know how to understand the world and change the 
world under the guidance of this theory, then this kind of study is meaningless. 
Comrade Mao Zedong said as early as the time of the second revolutionary civil 
war: "Reading is study; using is also study, and even more important study." 
This shows that we must learn both from classic works and from practice, and 
closely combine the two: this is a concrete demonstration of the fine style of 
our party in connecting theory with practice. All genuine knowledge comes from 
practice; only through practice, perception, practice again, and perception again 
can our perceptive capability and working capability be improved step by step. 


The reason we say study based on practice is the best way to study is because 
only in practice can we concretely implement the principles and policies formu- 
lated by the party Central Committee. Today, some comrades temporarily find 

the principles and policies formulated by the party Central Committee hard to 
understand; an important reason for this is that they are unwilling to carry out 
investigation in reality, unwilling to listen to the appeals of the masses, fail 











to study problems on hand conscientiously, or even fail to acknowledge things 
which practice has already proved to be correct, whereas, on the other hand, they 
continue to embrace tightly things which practice has proved to be impracticable: 
this is bound to make it difficult for them to discern the spirit and substance 
of the central principles and policies, not to mention implementing them quickly 
and thoroughly. If things are allowed to drift on like that, how can they avoid 
going wrong sometime? 


To learn from practice is also to learn from the masses. Our Communist Party 

works for the interests of the masses and believes in the creativity of the masses; 
the masses are the subject of our practice; we have no reason to do things against 
their will, nor any reason to despise the plentiful good experience they have gain- 
ed in practice. The principles and policies of the party Central Committee are 
formulated on the basis of the will of the masses and the creativity of the masses. 
Since even our party pays so much attention to the wisdom of the masses and shows 
so much enthusiasm in learning from the masses, how can we despise their practice 
and refuse to learn from them? 


This emphasis on learning from practice is highly relevant, since this demand is 
made in response to "too much generalization in our leadership," "too many old 
conventions" on our part. The contents of this learning process are: "first, we 
must carry out investigation; second, we must study; third, we must carry out in- 
spection; and fourth, we must exercise supervision and encouragement." That is 
also to say that we must conscientiously charge the leadership style of our lead- 
ing organs. We can no longer remain satisfied with "meetings held, reports made, 
and documents issued," but must guide the basic levels to conscientiously solve 
concrete problems in a down-to-earth manner in order to have all the work actually 
realized. 


Naturally, when we emphasize learning from practice, we by no means suggest that 
we can in any way take lightly or relax our theoretical study, our study of exist- 
ing policies, or our study of scientific knowledge. These studies must also be 
closely grasped. Our comrades working in leading organs need various kinds of 
knowledge. We should take practice as the center, combine various studies organ- 
ically, improve our ideological level and leadership capability, and promote our 
various undertakings.

CADRES TOLD TO MAINTAIN ‘COMMUNIST SENSE OF RESPONSIBILITY'

of Responsibility" ] 


[Text] While going down to the countryside in the past few days, I heard about, 
and personally witnessed, two stories: One had to do with two commune members in 
dispute who refused to yield to each other; when a third party went to invite the 
secretary of the production brigade party branch to mediate, the party branch sec- 
retary, like the erstwhile "Zhuge Liang," somehow unexpectedly failed to show up 
even after repeated appeals, and his reason turned out to be that if he devoted 
the evening to braiding straw rope, he could earn an extra yuan, but if he should, 
instead, mediate other people's disputes, he would miss earning that extra yuan. 
As a result, only after the disputing commune members provided the necessary 
cigarettes and tea, plus one yuan, was this branch secretary moved by the invita- 
tion to come forward. The other story had to do with a production team submitting 
state purchased grain: some individual party cadres sold some rather inferior 
grain to the state while retaining good produce for themselves, and, seeing that 
party members were doing this, some commune members did likewise. The upshot was 
that the grain was returned by the collection station. 


Although these were individual phenomena, their influence on the masses was very 
bad; some commune members directly asked: Do communists still wish to retain their 
role as vanguards and models? This raises a question: After the establishment 

of the producticn responsibility system, do we still need a communist sense of 


respcousibility? 


In the final analysis, the production responsibility system we have established 

in the countryside is a means adopted in countryside management according to eco- 
nomic laws. But this responsibility system is by no means a panacea; it cannot 

be a substitute for our sense of responsibility to do a good job in managing our 
collective economy. Practice for some time has proved that a respons‘bility sys- 
tem cannot substitute for a sense of responsibility, but a sense of r-_sponsibility, 
on the other hand, can well determine whether a responsibility system is to be 
carried out smoothly. 


What is a communist's sense of responsibility? Simply put, one must proceed from 
the interests of the party and the people in everything, take care of others and 
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look after the collective whenever and wherever the occasion arises, and pay 
greater attention to the interests of the party and the state than to oneself. In 
the war years, the reason our party was able under difficult and bitter conditions 
to come through dangers to reach safety and turn weakness into strength was pre- 
cisely because it relied on this sense of responsibility on the part of the com 
munists. In the early 1960's, when our countryside was facing serious natural 
calamities, we were able likewise to come through this difficult bottleneck; what 
we relied on was similarly this sense of responsibility on the part of the commu- 
nists. Even during the 10 years of internal disturbance, when the "gang of four" 
enjoyed sabotaging the national economy, an overwhelming majority of our country- 
Side areas still maintained production and did their best to achieve abundant 
harvests; this, too, depended on the communist sense of responsibility. Facts 
illustrate that with such a communist sense of responsibility, our undertakings 
always win out. 


We are pleased to see that, after the installation of the responsibility system, 
many party members and cadres have further strengthened their communist sense of 
responsibility, given scope to their initiative and creativity, paid more atten- 
tion to proceeding from the actual situation, implemented the party's principles 
and policies, looked after collective undertakings, taken care of the interests 
of the masses, and improved and strengthened the party's leadership. But we also 
cannot fail to see that, as in the two stories mentioned previously, some of our 
party members have overlooked and forgotten their sense of responsibility as party 
members in the new situation. Some think that "since the responsibility of pro- 
duction is now fixed on the basis of individual households, why should it still 
be necessary for party members to take the lead"; "the production quotas of grain 
and cotton are now fixed, so a party branch need not bother about them any more." 
There are also some party members and cadres who, upon seeing that commune mem- 
bers, after production quotas are fixed on the basis of their individual house- 
holds, have gained a higher income and gotten rich quicker, consider that they, 
as cadres, might have thus been somewhat shortchanged and thereby think of shirk- 
ing their responsibilities and no longer remaining cadres. Some party members 
even say: "Whether commune members or party members, we all have the responsi- 
bility to cultivate our land; and cultivating our land depends entirely on the 
efforts we make, there is hardly any distinction between us." There are still 
other party members who are unwilling to work, refrain from participating in or- 
ganizational life, or even carry on speculative and double-dealing activities, 
causing damage to public interests in order to fatten their own pockets or to 
benefit themselves at the expense of others. Such problems command our great 
attention in order to get them solved; otherwise, the damaging consequences would 
be endless. 


[In order to further perfect our production responsibility system in agriculture, 
our Communist Party members must both do a good job in implementing the responsi- 
bility system and pay attention to a communist's sense of responsibility. We 
must firmly keep in mind that we are communists; we must remember well the duties 


of a party member; we cannot confusedly look upon ourselves in the same way as we 
do the masses; we must take the lead in study, propaganda, and implementation of 
the party's line, principles and policies; we must likewise take the lead in ad- 


hering to the four basic principles, doing a good job in carrying out ideological 














and political work; we must take the lead in handling well the relationship between 
the state, the collective and individuals; we must give scope to the communist 
workstyle of considering the overall situation and emphasizing contributions; we 
must take the lead in cultivating well the land that is our respective responsi- 
bility, accomplishing the tasks given us by the state; we must take the lead in 
abiding by discipline and obeying the law, and struggle against various unwhole- 
some tendencies and illegal activities; and we must take the lead in developing 

the "five-stresses" and "four-beauties" activities and building our socialist 
spiritual civilization. In a word, we must have a strong sense of responsibility; 
otherwise, we should feel ashamed to bear the glorious title communist!

WORKERS IN LITERATURE, ART ASKED TO RELY ON PARTY'S LEAD

/Article by Liu Hanwen /0491 5060 2429/: "Categorical Inferences on the Laws of 
Literature and Art"/ 


/Text/ All objective things have their laws of movement. When we are not in 
violation of such laws, they do not seem to exist; but when our actions run counter 
to them, we are punished by such laws. With respect ot literature and art, too, 
there are such intrinsic laws. Whenever we conduct things according to the laws 

of literature and art, literature and art usually thrive and prosper; contrariwise, 
they usually stagnate and helplessly decline. When the "gang of four" held sway, 
were our literary and art circles not in a situation in which "people were afraid 
of writing articles and afraid of writing plays," and we "lacked poems, lacked 
novels, lacked prose and lacked critiques"--similar to ten thousand horses standing 
mute? Today, everybody sadly feels that in order to help literature and art prosper 
and develop forward, we must respect the laws of art. 


How, in the final analysis, can we be said to have respect for the laws of art? 
Even though different people may have different ways of looking at this matter, 
several points are generally shared by all: 


(1) Art is the reflection of our real life in forms and images. A writer or an 
artist always employs forms and images to express his own ideas and reflect the 
objective world. In other words, in works of literature and art the political 
ideas of inclinations of the authors are indicated not by direct narration or 
direct statement but through description of actual forms and images. Marx and 
Engels repeatedly emphasized that writers must be in command of the kind of vivid 
and rich plots as are presented in Shakespeare's works; they must make it a point 
to carve the distinctive characters of personalities, and not to turn individuals 
into the mouthpiece of the spirit of the time, in the style of Schiller, 

thus making individuals "melt in principles." Engels placed great emphasis on 
tendencies in literature and art, but he also suggested that these tendencies should 
flow spontaneously from the scenes and the plot and not be particularly pointed 
out." In employing forms and images and not concepts to reflect our real life, 
literature and art must first of all make this clear and thereby enable us to 
understand that literary and artistic creations must proceed from life and not fram 
principles, policies, or concepts. Consequently, when we appraise the ideological 
meaning of a work, we will be able to avoid deviating from the concrete analysis 

of literary and art forms and images while single-mindedly resorting to political 
abstraction; we will be able to avoid concentrating on what to write while 








ignoring how to write it; and we will not require writers to indicate their atti- 
tude toward a certain kind of politics with poster-like and slogan-like works, or 
to diagram a certain specific policy. As a result, we will be abie to avoid 
issuing certain "blind commands" in literature and art. Today, many works which 
reflect social problems are written with vivid details and hence are very eniighten- 
ing to people. For instance, Wang Meng's /3769 5536/ novel "Shuoke _Yinmeng" _/The 
Door Crowded With Lobby ists/ finds paste factory director Ding Yi /0002 0001/, who 
adheres to principles and ignores his own personal gain or loss, besieged by all 
Kinds of lobbyists. Through a strong contrast between the lofty and the base, the 
beautiful and the ugly, he displays his noble qualities and causes his personality 
to shine with brilliance. But there are also some works which are not rooted in 
life. Their authors have not made it a point to describe people, describe people's 
ideas and feelings, but to describe a problem, with personalities emerging accord- 
ing to the unfolding of that problem and behaving according to the authors’ wishes 
and needs. As a result, the impression ome gets after reading them can only be 
that one would be unable to find in them any unforgettable personalities but only 
some awkwardly pieced-together stories and plots and a dry, dull conception. This 
is also because the authors have not followed this law of literature and art very 
well. 


(2) An author can only write about what he is familiar with. The subject an 
author is to write on should be selected by the author himself according to the 
degree to which he is familiar with life and with the needs of the people. An 
experienced author ‘vould never attempt to write about people and events with 

which he is not familiar; if he did, only failure would await him. The well-known 
French novelist Maupassant wrote many poems, plays, and novels during his youth, 
and these manuscripts piled up almost as high as a man; but when these things 
reached the hands of Flaubert, practically none of them could pass. In the year 
when Maupassant was 30 years old, he finally wrote the novel "Boule de Suif" on 
the basis of what he had seen, heard, and personally felt in 1870 when he partici- 
pated in the Franco-Prussian War. Seeing this, Flaubert changed his usual previous 
attitude, indicated his unrestrained joy and congratulated him, saying: Your 
writing is now mature and can be presented to the world. Once the work was 
published, it shook the literary circles. The experience in creation on the part 
of Mao Dun, Ba Jin, Zhao Shuli, and Jiang Zilong /5592 1311 7893/ has likewise 
fully illustrated this matter. This is precisely the reason why, in ancient times 
as well as today, and in China as well as in foreign countries, there have been so 
many rich, colorful, and graceful works of literature and art that satisfy the 
Spiritual needs of the masses of the people in various ways and enable readers to 
perceive from these historical scrolls the political and economic conditions and 
the outlook of social life at the time. The "gang of four" unscrupulously resorted 
to conspiratorial Jiterature and art; as for creations they allowed only the 
writing of subjects dealing with so-called struggles against "“capitalist-roaders," 
and they wanted writers to fabricate stories at random and write about various 
types of "capitalist-roaders" apart from real life; this was fundamentally in 
violation of this law of creativity. Because they deviated from the basis of 

real life, these works became illustrations of the conspiratorial politics of the 
"gang of four" and caused literary and art creations to fall ideologically into 
the dead end of petrification and falsification, made art stereotyped, and led 
socialist literature and art into a blind alley. 


Perhaps some authors would say that, since authors must write about things with 
which they are familiar, then let us write about the "Cultural Revolution,” with 








which we are familiar; yet you now want us to write about other things. Is this 

not an example of not respecting the law of creativity? True, some of our 
middle-aged and young authors grew up in the period of the 10-year internal dis- 
turbances. Some personally suffered persecution by Lin Biao and the “gang of four,” 
and even more saw the sabotage of our national economy py these buffoons, their 
devastation of our motherland's culture, their harassment of our old cadres, and 
their impingement on man's dignity, and therefore they wrote no small number of 
revealing accounts with a sense of revolutionary righteousness. These accounts 

have been beneficial to exposing and criticizing the "gang of four,” helping the 
people recognize clearly the evils of the "gang of four," and summing up our histor- 
ical experiences. But is this a permanent, single theme that is bound to be written 
about continuously? This makes it necessary for us to see the other side of the 
question: Of course an author must write about what he is familiar with, but some- 
times what one is familiar with does not happen to be the principal thing in life, 
and at the same time what happens to be the principal thing in our real life, an 
author does not happen to be familiar with. Today, what lies before the people of 
the whole country is: The "Resolution" passed by the Sixth Plenary Session of the 
llth Party Central Committee has already reached a conclusion on the "Cultural 
Revolution, and the party has already terminated the 10 years of internal distur- 
bances, is leading the people of the country's various nationalities to march 

toward the new path of our four modernizations, and has begun to build a new kind 

of life. Therefore, if our socialist literature and art, which are supposed to 
“help the masses propel history forward," continue to indulge in looking back at 
this tragedy, they will not be able to provide people with the necessary confidence, 
courage, and strength to advance bravely or to educate the next generation, which 
lacks any understanding or correct understanding of the "Cultural Revolution." 
Objectively, they will surely bring about a negative influence. Proletarian authors 
are responsible and dutybound to endeavor to familiarize themselves with a life 
which they should be but are not yet familiar with and which is even more meaningful 
and more valuable, to reflect the new contradictions and new struggles of the new 
era with their principal energies and creative talent, enthusiastically praise our 
socialist new people and pioneers in our four modernizations, and fully demonstrate 
the spirit of our era, and not to take writing only about what they are most 
familiar with as their pretext and as a defense for their not going deep into life. 
Still less should they take as a kind of “arbitrary interference" the call by 

higher authorities for authors to go deep into life. Since the convening of the 
Fourth National Congress of Literary and Art Circles, not a few aspiring writers 
have picked up their luggage to go deep into the countryside, which makes up 80 
percent of the population of the country and the first front in factories and mines; 
this is good news for literary and artistic creativity. The literary policy of 
"self-expression" can be correct only when this "self" represents the ideas, 
feelings, and emotions of the general populace. 


A product must include /the author's/ personal characteristics and creativity. 
sreate 1S a complex spiritual labor; its perception, embodiment, and reflection

of life can only be individual, and it especially requires a writer or an artist 

to give full play to his personal spirit of creativity. Lenin long stressed thi: 
Special ch- “ter of literary and art work: "“Indisputably, it 1S necessary in thi: 
encerpri juarantee a broad world for personal creativity and personal likes, 

a broad of ideas and fantasies, forms, and substance." When speaking of 
freedom in literature and art, Comrade Mao Zedong also emphatically pointed out fre 
competition in artistic forms and styles. Although "The Western Chamber" of Wang 
Shifu of the Yuan Dynasty inherited much of its quintessence cram "The Western 
Chamber" of Dong Jieyuan of the Jin Dynasty, it was still an entirely new creation 
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in both substance and form. The literature of a particular people has conspicuously 
different, singular artistic characteristic in contrast to that of ther peoples; 








Similarly, a writer's product should also be different from the myriad products of 
other authors. Although Li Bai, Du Fu, and Bai Juyi lived in the same period, their 
poems all have their respectively clear characteristics and creativity and there- 
make it easy for us to distinguish their works fram one another. The novels 
iang Zilong are also different from other works that describe life in factories. 
He has his own distinctive thinking and understanding, plots that belong only to him, 
as well as his individualized language. Yet as a writer who produces spiritual food, 
till wants to continue to break through the level of his previous works on the 
basis of the new, realistic life and to achieve new creations and explorations in 
order to make his works a brand new outlook from content to form for the readers, 
in order to demonstrate the author's own spirit in ceaselessly advancing toward 
tic peaks. In some of our work, there surely exists the phenomenon that this 
f creativity is overlooked. Have some camrades not showed enthusiasm about 
resorting to something like a "grand joint battle" in creating, in the belief 
that this would prompt the completion of products and the training of talent? But 
in reality, the contrary has been the result. We must sum up our lessons in this 
; , resolutely discarding all approaches unfavorable to giving scope to indi- 
vidual character and creativity. Naturally, the case of a few persons sharing a 
‘ommon foundation in life and artistic interests who voluntarily seek to organize 
iemselves to engage in collective creation is not included here. 
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Since the smashing of the "gang of four,” and especially since the Third Plenary 
Session of the llth Party Central Committee, literary and art circles have been one 
f the departments that have achieved a great deal of results; there has emerged an 
inprecedented fine situation over 32 years in literary and art circles. These 
utstanding results of literary and artistic development prove that the party's 
ership with respect to literature and art has been considerably effective. 
Proletarian literature and art are part of the revolutionary undertakings led by 
rt 
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the party. The party is capable of mastering and acquiring dexterity in the laws 
iterature and art.

literature and art are a kind of spiritual weapon whose effect on social life is 
not immediate, like setting up a pole and seeing its shadow right away. It 
affects people only by exerting an imperceptible influence upon their ideas, 


linzs, and spiritual outlook, thereby stimulating people to change themselves 
and the environment around them in order to influence social development in turn. 
\s long as we can patiently and clearly reason with them, we believe that these 


comrades are bound to be able to correctly treat and energetically support 
creations by authors. 


In the past, any literary and artistic workers suffered under certain "leftist” 
ipproaches in our guiding ideology, and therefore they demanded that our leading 
lepartments in literature and art liberalize their policies and Go a better job 
of conducting things according to the laws of literature and art; this was 








reasonable. From now on, the relevant departments must further emancipate their 
thinking, enliven literature and art, advocate diversification of the artistic 
chools, styles, subjects and methods of expression, and overcome and prevent 
Simplistic and crude practices in literary and art work, so as to make literary and 
artistic works more abundant and colorful. But at present, we need even more to 
overcome our unwholesome tendency of being inhibited from criticizing erroneous 
ideas. It is a fine thing for leaders to "pay attention" to literature and art and 
not something for authors to "worry" about. When leaders suggest opinions or even 
ake Critical statements, this is definitely not "arbitrary interference" or 
"using the stick." Under normal circumstances, most measures adopted by the party 
in the realm of literature and art are adapted as far as possible to objective 
laws of development in socialist literature and art; the party's policies with 
respect to literature and art also tally as much as possible with the internal 
requirements of development in literature and art. The party not only encourages 
authors to give scope to their own creativity, under the premise of benefitina 
socialism, but it also provides the most reliable premise and various conditions 
for authors to give scope to their individual creativity and to gain genuine 
freedom of creation. Freedom is perception of the inevitable. In his “Anti-Duhring," 
Engels said: "Free will is nothing but the ability to perceive things and make 
decisions accordingly.” The continuous triumph of the revolution led by the party 
affords authors inexhaustible founts for creation, breaks the constraints imposed 
upon authors by various traditional concepts, and makes it possible for authors 
to profoundly understand life, scrutinize the essence of life and its laws of 
development, and thereby create works that are genuinely reflective of reality. 
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Living under the rule of dark forces, Mr Lu Xun did not have freedom of expression, 
and he therefore constantly fought with a sarcastic essay style. Progressive 
authors in the Kuomintang-ruled areas at the time carried out the tasks for prog- 
ressive literature and art in those areas, but because of the oppression by the 
Kuomintang reactionaries, progressive authors did not have the freedom to go among 
the masses of the workers, peasants, and soldiers. As a result, it was very 
difficult for them to gain practice if literature and art wished to serve workers 
peasants, and soldiers. Foreign reactionary regimes perpetrated all kinds of 
persecution and impingement with respect to authors who were marked by patriotism 
and a nationalistic spirit, however slightly; even their personal safety was hardly 
protected, let alone tre “freedom to create." Only in the socialist era do authors 
enjoy the freedom to eiucate the people with socialist ideology, really get close 
to the masses of the reople, and serve the hundreds and thousands of toiling people; 
/do they enjoy/ the freedom to praise the revolutionary struggle of the masses of 
the people, expose the evils of the exploitive classes, and criticize all backward 
things. Lenin self-righteously called proletarian revolutionary literature truly 
free literature. Today, not only can our authors freely select their subject 
matter and forms of expression, but they also can go out into the broad world to 
penetrate life and join fiery struggles. All of these are freedoms which authors 
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in the olden days and in cap.talist countries would never dare dream of.

SOCIETY DISCUSSES ARTISTIC LAWS AT HUANGSHAN MEETING 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 30 Nov 81 p 3 


(Article: "All-China Writings of Marx and Lenin Research Society Discusses the 
Issue of Artistic Laws'"'] 


{Text} The All-China Writings of Marx and Lenin Research Society recently held 
its third annual meeting at Huangshan to discuss artistic laws and other literary 
and artistic issues. Present at the meeting were some 200 representatives of 
institutes of higher learning, research units, and departments of literature and 
art, propaganda, press and publications. 


Some 90 papers on special topics were presented to the meeting for discussion. 
Speeches were made at the meeting, group discussions were held, and special topics 
were taken up. The discussion of special topics was divided into five issues. 
The main viewpoints on two of the special topics are summarized here: 


Concerning Typical Examples and Typical Characters in Typical Environments 


Concerning typical characters: Some comrades held that the formulation--typical 
examples are unity of general character and individual character--that was used 
continuously for a long time is not precise. Other comrades held that typical 
examples are "typical examples of individual character" and that the fact that 
artistic typical examples cannot be repeated explains that the main point of 
typical examples is individual character. Other comrades were of the opinion 
that it is correct to stress the individual character of typical examples but 
that the universality of typical examples remains to be manifested through indi- 
vidual character. Some comrades, reviewing the origin of the term "typical exam- 
ples," its meaning and usage in literary and artistic theories, pointed out the 
need to consider the generality or universality of typical examples. 


Concerning the relationship between typical environment and typical character: 
One view held that typical environment and typical character must not be cut 
apart, and that the argument that while the environment of works is not typical 
the characters are typical is untenable. Another view held that characters are 
not integrated with the environment of a work in all cases, and that it is not 
justified to deny the typical character of characters on the ground that the en- 
vironment is not typical. Some comrades held that typical characters should be 
integrated with typical environments but that there are cases where they are not 
integrated with each other. 











Concerning how to understand typical environments: Some comrades held that typical 
environments are the sum total of the realistic relations of the time. Some com- 
rades were of the opinion that typical environments refer mainly to the true situa- 
tion of the time. Concerning the issue of universality and particularity of typical 
environments, some comrades emphasized that typical environments must be such as 

to generalize the substance, and that a partially true situation cannot be taken 

as a typical environment. Some comrades emphasized that typical environments must 
be concrete and particular and that they consist not only of trends of history and 
the spirit of the age but also of the concrete environment surrounding the charac- 
ters and spurring the action of characters. Some comrades emphasized that a typ- 
ical environment should also be one that cannot be repeated. 


“-ncerning how to understand Engels' comment on the "Country Girl": One view held 
that when Engels says the characters in the "Country Girl" are typical but the en- 
vironment is not as typical as the characters, he means that the character Naili 
is typical, but the typical character of the environment is not so striking. 
Another view held that Engels did not affirm Naili as typical. The "typical" used 
in "Your character...is typical" and the "typical" Engels used in his letter to 

M. Kautsky, “each person is typical," are "representative" in meaning and do not 
refer to the typical examples and "typical characters" we have in mind. 


Coacerning the method of typica study: Some comrades suggested studying typical 
examples in systematic ways, citing examples to illustrate application of this 
method. Some comrades suggested that study of typical examples should be geared 
to creative reality and integrated with the practical experience of creative 
writers. 
Concerning the Issue of the Truthfulness and Tendentiousness of Literature and Art 
The position and significance of truthfulness in art: In the opinion of some com- 
rades, the theory that "truthfulness is the life of art" is not precise because it 
artificially elevates the position and role of truthfulness in works and makes 
truthfulness absolute, thereby violating creative laws. Some took the view that 
the vitality of art lies in "the true, the good and the beautiful," and that apart 
from "the true, the good and the beautiful," isolated talk about truthfulness as 
life of art does not conform to the reality of literature. he majority of 
comrades took the view that "truthfulness is the life of art" is just a figure of 
speech illustrating the importance of truthfulness, and that truthfulness is the 
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basis of art. Without the truthfulness of art, there are no "good" and "beauti- 


ful" in art, and there can be no talk about art. 
What is the truthfulness of literature and art? Some comrades held that "the 
truthfulness of art’ has two meanings: 1) what the work reflects corresponds to 
the reality of life, 2) the reality of life processed and molded by writers. 
Thus, the life reflected by artistic works must nform to the true situation 
‘ff life, and concentrate, generalize and portray the inherent logic and substance 
life in a fair and reasonable way. Some comrades took the view that the true 
situation demanded by Marxist classic writers is a true situation concretely re- 
ting the substance of social life in accordance with the true features of 
ind that it is a true situation that is typified, comprehensive, profound, 











tendentious and ideal. Some comrades held that the truthfulness of literature and 
art demonstrates the historically inevitable perceptua! facts. 


The connotation of literary and artistic tendentiousness and its relationship with 
truthfulness: One view held that tendentiousness refers to the stand and attitude 
of writers embodied in their works. Truthfulness bears a class character, and 
each class has its conception of truthfulness. Another view held that the ten- 
dentiousness of literature and art is based on knowledge of historical necessity}; 
it beautifies and uglifies, strengthens and weakens men and things in real life. 
Still another view held that tendentiousness refers to a unity of opposites be- 
tween a writer's subjective inclination and the objective inclination of life, and 
that a writer's subjective inclination may not be simply understood as his class 
stand and political attitude. Literary and artistic tendentiousness should be an 
organic fusion and dialectical unity of the sum total of a writer's ideological 
inclination (including political inclination), esthetic ideals and appreciation 

of the beautiful, with the objective significance of portraying the objects in 
works. One view held that truthfulness and tendentiousness are connected with 
each other but are not the same thing. Tendentiousness is the soul conditioning 
truthfulness, and it cannot be said that tendentiousness is included in truthful- 
ness. Still another view held that tendentiousness is included in truthfulness 
and that the connotation of artistic truthfulness is rich, including artistic 
tendentiousness. 


The issue of "writing about the substance" and the "essential truthfulness" of 
art: One view held that "writing about the substance" means that literature and 
art must reflect the substance of life: such is the basic principle of Marxist 
esthetics. The essential truthfulness of art is the essential law of social 
life. Another view held that the essential truthfulness of art may not be equated 
with the essential ows of social life because the essential truthfulness of art 
is an attribute inh ent in artistic images and is the product of a dialectical 
unity between the objective logic of life and the subjective logic of art. Still 
another view held that "writing about the substance" is a peculiar concept and 
that its application to literary and artistic theories is unscientific, and hence 
harmful. 


Other special topics discussed included party spirit and individual artistic char- 
acter, the unbalanced relationship between artistic production and material pro- 
duction, and the criteria of literary and artistic criticism. 


Some specialists were invited to deliver reports on special topics at the meeting. 


Under the guidance of the double-hundred policy, comrades present at the forum 
broadened their horizon of knowledge and deepened their understanding of artistic 
laws by drawing on collective wisdom and absorbing all useful ideas. This will 
serve to promote teaching, scientific research and literary and artistic criti-

a definite part in promoting the flourishing development of literature and art, 
but it failed to keep pace with the development of literature and art. Good works 
and writers were not properly studied, summed up and recommended, and unhealthy 
trends in literary and artistic creations and harmful works were not effectively 
criticized. Many literature and art evaluation workers pointed out in their state- 
ments that the current focus of this work should be: 1) conscientiously studying 
Mao Zedong's literary and artistic thinking, and 2) overcoming the liberal trends 
in literary and art circles. 


As proposed by the forum, the Sichuan Writers’ Association decided to set up a 
provincial literature and art evaluation committee to strengthen leadership in 
literature and art evaluation work. The major newspapers and journals in Sichuan 
will expand the space devoted to literature and art evaluation and publishing 
houses are prepared to publish more works reviewing literature and art.

RESEARCH WORK ON NATIONALITIES IN SOUTHWEST CHINA YIELDS GRATIFYING RESULTS

/Text/ At the conference recently held in Kunming, on research work on nationalities 
in southwest China, the state of affairs up to the first session of the annual 
meeting indicated that in the past few years research work on nationalities in south- 
west China has yielded gratifying results. 


Our country has 56 minority nationalities. The five southwestern provinces, 
Sichuan, Xizang, Guizhou, Guangxi and Yunnan, have 34, and the other nationalities 
are still in the process of being identified. The minority nationality population 
in this area is approximately 35 million and accounts for over 60 percent of the 
total number of minority nationalities throughout the country. 


In recent years investigative research work on nationalities in the southwest has 
been restored and developed. Nationality institutes and colleges of five provinces 
and regions and their nationality work departments have strengthened the theoret- 
ical research on nationality issues. They have compiled new teaching material, 
Minzu Wenti yu Minzu Zhengce /Nationalities Issues and Policy Toward Nationalities/, 
and have published various periodicals. In the collection of books on nationalities 
issues at the State Nationalities Commission there are some items on nationalities 
of the southwest area which have already been jointly compiled and written by a few 
provinces and regions. Among these are brief histories of each minority nationality 
and surveys of autonomous locales which each province and region of the southwest 
nas been charged with, and the social history survey data series that are in the 
process of being published successively. In addition, a large number of monographs 
in the fields of nationality annals, nationality history and social formation of 
minority nationalities have also been published. For example, "Yunnan Gezu Gudai 
Shilue /"Brief Ancient History of the Nationalities of Yunnan’ a7 has already been 
published. The book “Liangshan Yizu Nuli Shehui" /"The Yi Nationality Slave Society 
of Liangshan" / will be officially published within the year. In the field of 
nationalities' spoken and written language the "Naixizu Xiangxing Wenzi Pu" /"Guide 
to the Pictographs of the Naxi Nationality” / has already come out. The compilation 
work for the Zanghan Da Cidian /Tibetan- Chinese Dictionary/ and Dongba Wenzidian 
/Dongba Character Dictionary/_ is in the course of being carried out. The Han-Yi 
Cidian /Chinese-Yi Dictionary/, the_Yi-Han Cidian /Yi-Chinese Dictionary/, the "Yi 
Wen Jianzifa" /"Yi Indexing System" / and other books already have been, or are 
about to be published.

/Text/ In the national economi~ adjustment middle school and technical school 
education in the Nei Mongol Autonomous Region is steadily moving forward. At 
present, there are in all 62 various types of secondary vocational schools through- 
out the region (not including teacher-training schools), and already industrial, 
agricultural, animal husbandry, forestry, hydrological, electrical, finance and 
trade, hygienic and other comparatively coordinated middle school and technical 
school education systems have initially taken shape. 


Since the 30 Plenum of the llth Party Central Committee, all levels of the education 
departments of the autonomous region, based on economic development and distinguish- 
ing features of nationalities, have newly built and restored 22 secondary vocational 
schools. In order to develop the forestry and animal husbandry production of the 
autonomous region and its economic superiority in leather, refined sugar, dairy 
products, woolen articles and other fields; the Yakeshi Forestry School, the Ih Ju 
Meng Farming and Animal Husbandry School, the Xilin Gol Meng National Trade School, 
the Nei Mongol Secondary Light Industrial School and other secondary vocational 
schools have been newly built and restored in succession throughout the region. 

It has also added specialized trades including desert-control, afforestation, 
refined beet sugar, dairy product processing, livestock product inspection, animal 
husbandry financing and fur and leather. 


Education departments at various levels in the autonomous region have also 
systematically set up nationality secondary technical schools and middle schools and 
technical school nationality classes which use Mongol language instruction. The 
Ulangab League, Hulunbvir Meng, Ih Ju League and other local hygienic schools have 
recently offered Mongolian medical science, Mongolian medical science practitioner, 
Mongolian practitioner specializing in gynecology and pediatrics, Mongolian 
pharmacist and other specialized subjects.

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JAPANESE CRITICIZE U.S. TAIWAN STANCE

[Text] Tokyo, 13 Jan (XINHUA)--Two noted Japanese officials today protested 
against the United States decision to sell arms to Taiwan and called the sales 
‘an infringement of China's sovereignty." 


During an interview with Chinese correspondents, Tokumatsu Sakamoto, director 
general of the Japan Committee for Afro-Asian People's Solidarity, said Japan, 
Asia and Africa will support China on this issue and urge the U.S. Government to 
consider the overall situation and stop the planned arms sales to Taiwan. 


Sakamoto noted that the Sino-American Shanghai communique signed in 1972 stipulates 
that Taiwan is part of China and that the communique signed by the two countries on 
the establishment of diplomatic relations recognizes the government of the People's 
Republic of China as the only government of China. 


"Under such circumstances," he said, "continued U.S. arms sales to Taiwan will 
infringe upon the principles defined in the communiques, hinder the process of 
peaceful settlement of the Taiwan problem and cause an adverse impact on the 
security and stability in Asia and the Pacific region." 


Sakamoto said that in spite of China's nine-point policy calling for cooperation 
between the Kuomintang and the Communist Party, "the U.S. Government still acts 
willfully on arms sales to Taiwan." 


"This not only constitutes an interference in China's internal affairs and an 
encroachment upon her sovereignty, but also reveals Washington's hegemonist 
features,'' Sakamoto said. 


Takeo Ito, president of the Toho Science and Technology Association, said that the 
Reagan administration's planned arms sales to Taiwan conflicts witn international 
faith and infringes upon China's sovereignty. 


"This shows there are some people in the Reagan administration who are moving for 
two Chinas in violation of the Sino-American communique," Ito said. "Clearly, this 


should be regarded as trying to prevent China from achieving national reunification. 


He said the Japanese people, who will never accept a "two China" scheme, support

[Text] Peiping's latest attack on the Reagan administration took the form of a 
veiled warning by the XINHUA NEWS AGENCY dispatch from Washington Sunday stating 
that American allies are worried that U.S. arms sales to the ROC will provoke a 
"crisis" in relations between Peiping and Washington. 


The XINHUA dispatch was reported by the UPI from Peiping Sunday with the comment 
that it was the first time Peiping has used the word "crisis" to describe what 
might happen if an arms sale deal to the ROC, now pending before Congress, is 
finalized.

The 
Reagan administration should reject such interference outright and tell the Peiping 
regime to stop such blackmailing threats against the United States. 


The XINHUA dispatch said that "U.S. allies in Europe and Japan are also disturbed 
by the U.S. arms sales to Taiwan" and "they fear that the deals will provoke a 
crisis in Washington-Peiping relations and therefore harm their own interests." 


The above assertion by Peiping's official news agency has no factual basis and 

is a bare-faced lie. As a matter of fact, all U.S. allies understand the impera- 
tive of U.S. decision to act in compliance with the Taiwan Relations Act to ensure 
the peace and security of the Taiwan Strait and the western Pacific region. In 

so doing the United States is also protecting their common interests in this 
region and safeguarding their investments in the Republic of China and their 
commercial interests with the ROC. 


The U.S. Congress has so far taken no action on the Reagan administration's noti- 
fication submitted on 11 December advising it of its intention to sell U.S.$97 





million military spare parts to the Republic of China. As the one-month deadline 
approaches, if the Congress does not express its objection to the deal, the sales 
will go through. Peiping's warning and threat on the eve of the deadline would 
not have any effect on the U.S. Congress at all in this respect. For the Taiwan 
Relations Act was enacted by the U.S. Congress for the purpose of regulating U.S. 
relations with the Republic of China, including providing needed self-defensive 
weapons and equipment to Taiwan. It would hardly disapprove of any proposal by 
the Reagan administration to implement that act. 


In this connection, the people of the Republic of China are most appreciative of 
the Reagan administration's concern and abiding interest in safeguarding the peace, 
security and welfare of this region which will inevitably benefit them in enhancing 
their national stability and prosperity. However, the latest Peiping'’s blackmail 
tactics should not be taken seriously by the U.S. policy makers as they represent 
the often repeated threats by Teng Hsiao-ping and his new gang of four to prevent 
President Ronald Reagan from fulfilling his campaign promises on the China policy 
regarding the Republic of China. Peiping also raised the outcry to prevent the 
Republic of China from getting any sophisticated and modern planes to replace the 
existing planes and other modern weapons. It is playing the American card in 
response to the U.S. playing of the China card against the Soviets. 


U.S. policymakers should realize the futility of asking Peiping to check the 

Soviets as Peiping is incapable of doing so in any case. For the Soviets know more 
than any other nation that Peiping is a paper tiger devoid of any strength military, 
economically, financially and in any other fields. It is disunited and corrupt 

and suffering from crises of confidence at home and abroad. Its illiterate armed 
yrces and poverty-stricken people cannot possibly provide an effective check 
against Soviet expansion and aggression around the world. Peiping's long silence 
against Soviet repression in Poland and Afghanistan is due to its inherent weak- 
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ness at home. More than anyone else, Teng knows that his words do not carry any 
weight with the Soviets and any protestation by him will be useless. It would be 
a great pity if the United States should still think that Peiping can help the 
United States any way in the international community as the days of the Peiping 
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"The threat to seize Taiwan by force was repeated by Chinese communist leaders at 
the recent "National People's Congress."' Moreover, the Clinese communists are 
feverishly producing new planes such as the MIG23 and have from 60 to 80 MIG21s 
with capability superior to the F5s. The Peiping regime has purchased Rolls-Royce 
engines from the British for its planes and is negotiating with the U.S. Govern- 
ment for modern weapons. 


"To deny the Republic of China more advanced planes plays into the hands of the 
Peiping regime. This trend could lead to the denial of all new planes to the ROC. 


"The American people should realize the seriousness of the situation and take 
steps to prevent the Chinese communists from thwarting the Reagan administration's 
implementation of the Taiwan relations act, which was enacted to protect the 
people of Taiwan from Chinese communist aggression."
